Regulations under Article 318 of the Constitution of Ladia . 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Article 318 of the 
Constitution of India , and in supersession of previous rules on 
the subject, the Governor of Kerala hereby makes the following 
regulations : 

PART I. 

Preliminary. 
1. These regulations may be called the Kerala Public 
Service Commission (Composition and Conditions of Service of 
Members and Staff) Regulations, 1957. 

2. In these Regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires 

(a ) 

" Constitution " means the Constitution of India . 

(b ) “ Commission " means the Kerala Public Service 
Coromission 

(c ) " Member " means a member of the Commission and 
includes the Chairman thereof . 

PART II . 
Composition, Conditions of service etc., of the 

Commission and its staff . 
3. The Commission shall consist of a Chairinan and two 
other members. 

4. (1 ) There shall be paid to the Chairman a salary at the 
rate of one thousand seven hundred and fifty rupees per 
mensem and of the other members at the rate of one thousand , 
two hundred and fifty rupees per mensem . 

( 2 ) (i ) A person , who at the date of his appointment to 
the Commission is holding a post under the Government of 
India or the Government of a State , shall, on appointment as 
Chairman or othermember, receive the salary which he would 
have drawn under the relevant rules had he continued to hold 
that post or the salary inentioned in clause (1 ) , whichever is 
higher. 

( ii) If a person referred to in sub - clause (i) continues to be 
the Chairman , or, as the casemay be, other member of the Com 
mission after his retirement from the post which he was holding 
at the time of his appointment as Chairman or othermember of 
the Commission ,he shall be eligible only for the salary men 
tioned in clause ( 1) inclusive of his pension , if any. 

( iii) If a person , on ceasing to hold office as 
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( a ) the Chairman of any other State Public Service 

Commission ; or 
(b ) a member other than the Chairman of the Union or 

of this or any other State Public Service Com 

mission , 
is appointed as the Chairman of the Commission , he shall be 
eligible only for the salary mentioned in clause ( 1 ) . 

5. ( 1) A member, who on the date of entering on his 
duties as such was in the service of or holding a post under the 
Government of India or the Government of a State, shall, until 
he retires from such service or post, continue to be governed by 
the leave rules applicable to him in such service or post and his 
service as member shall count for leave in accordance with 
those rules. After such retirement, he shall be governed in 
respect of leave by clause (2 ) of this regulation as if he were a 
member who had entered on his duties as such immediately 
after such retirement. 

(2 ) A member who on the date of entering on his duties 
as such was not in the service of or holding a post under the 
Government of India or the Government of a State may be 
granted leave as follows: 
( a ) Leave on leave salary equivalent to full salary up to 

one -eleventh of the period spent on duty as a 
member subject to a maximum of four months at 

any one time : 
(b ) Leave on medical certificate up to two-elevenths of 

the period spent on duty on leave salary equivalent 

to half salary up to a total period of three months ; 
(c ) Extraordinary leave without any leave salary or 

allowance subject to a maximum of three months 

at any one time. 
Explanation . - All or any two of the kinds of leave men 
tioned in this clause may be granted in combination at any one 
time: 

Provided that a member who enters on his duties as such 
immediately after his retirement from the service of or a post 
under the Government of India or the Government of a State 
shall be entitled to carry forward the leave which remained to 
his credit at the time of such retirement up to a maximum of 
four months expressed in terms of leave on average pay and to 
take that leave, in such terms and on such conditions as were 
admissible under the rules in accordance with which it was 
earned, in combination with any or all of the kinds of leave 
mentioned in this clause . 

6. A member shall be entitled to travelling allowance for 
journeys made by him in the performance of his functions at 
the rates, and subject to the conditions specified in the Service 
Regulations of the State from time to time for First Class 
Officers. 

For the purpose of the said Service Regulations, the 
Chairman shall be the Controlling Officer in respect of the 
members of the Commission . No countersignature will be 
required for the T. A. Bills of the Chairman .

7. No pension will ordinarily be attached to the office of 
Member as such , but in the case of a Member who, on the date 
of his appointmentwas in the service of the Government, service 
and salary as member until he retires from such Government 
service shall count for pension under the rules applicable to the 
service to which such Member belonged . 

8. There shall be a Secretary to the Commission , who shall 
be appointed by the Commission with the previous approval of 
the Governor. 

9. ( 1 ) There shall be paid to the Secretary a monthly salary 
calculated in the scale of Rs. 500-50-800. 

( 2 ) The Commission shall. not, without the previous 
sanction of the Governor, grant any premature increment of 
pay to a person holding the post of Secretary, provided that a 
person who al the dale of his appointment as Secretary is hold . 
ing a post under the Government of India or the Government of 
Kerala or of any other State in India shall, on such appoint 
ment, receive the salary which he would have drawn under the 
relevant rules had he cuntinued to hold that post or the salary 
mentioned in this clause whichever is higher. 

10. Subject to the provisions of Regulation 9, the Secretary 
shall, in the matter of his pay , allowances including travelling 
allowance , leave , leave salary , pension and other conditions of 
service be governed by the Service Regulations of the 
State . 

For the purpose of the said Service Regulations the Chair 
man shall be the Head of the Department, 

11. ( 1) The Service Regulations shall apply to the Secre . 
tary who shall for that purpose be deemed to be an officer of 
the State. 

( 2 ) Toe Commission shall be the authority which may 
impose the penalties specified in the State Civil Services 
( Punishment and Appeal) Rules for the time being in force on 
the Secretary and the appellate authority shall be the 
Governor . 

12. ( 1) The Commission may employ , in addition to the 
Secretary, the staff specified in Annexure I to these Regulations 
on the scales of pay mentioned therein and dearness and other 
allowances permissible to them under the State Rules for such 
scales of pay. 

(2 ) The Commission may employ , in addition to the 
staff referred to in clause (1) but subject to the provisions in 
Annexure II to these Regulations, such lemporary staff as it 
may deem necessary to cope with uccasional or periodical 
pressure of work . 

( 3 ) The conditions of service of the members of the 
staff of the Commission shall, save as expressly provided in 
these Regulations, be the same as those prescribed by the State 
Government in respect of Government servants holding corres 
ponding appointments. 
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(4 ) The Service Regulations, for the time being in 
force, where applicable, shall apply to the members of the staff 
of the Commission, in matters relating to pay, leave, allowances 
including travelling allowance , leave salary, pension , etc. 

(5 ) In disciplinary matters, the provisions of the State 
Civil Services (Punishment & Appeal) Rules for the time being 
in force shall apply to the members of the staff of the Com 
mission . 

13. The Commission may incur such expenses as may be 
necessary : 

( a ) for the employment of the staff under Regula 
tion 12 ; 

( b ) for contingencies and honoraria to examiners ; and 

(c ) for other items connected with its work including the 
travelling allowance of the members of the Commission , the 
Secretary and other members of the staff. 

14. in respect of any matter for which special provision is 
not made by these Regulations, the conditions of service of a 
person serving as a member of the Commission or of its staff shall 
be governed by the rules and orders applicable to such classes 
of Government servants as shall be specified by the Governor .

VAZHOOR PANCHAYAT. 
Bye- law for the Control and Management of 

Slaughter Houses. 
1. No person shall , without the written permission of the 
Executive Authority or otherwise than in conformity with such 
written permission slaughter, cut up or skin or permit to be 
slaughtered, cut up or skinned, any cattle , buffalo , sheep , goat 
or pig in any place within the Panchayat area other than a public 
or private slaughter house provided by the Panchayat. 

2. The Executive Authority may allow any animal to be slau 
ghtered in such places other than temples within the Panchayat 
area as he thinks fit on occasions of festivals and ceremonies or 
as a special measure. 

3. No person shall without a license from the Executive 
Authority or otherwise than in conformity with such license slau 
ghter or permit to be slaughtered within the Panchayat area any 
cattle, buffalo, goat or pig for purposes of sale to the public. 

4. The Executive Authority may authorise any person to 
slaughter without a license and without the payment of any fee 
any animal for the purpose of a religious ceremony in a place 
other than a temple or its precincts . 

5. License fee for butchers shall be Re. 1 annually . 
6. No person shall be allowed to bring any cattle, sheep , 
goat,buffalo or pig in the Slaughter House without the payment 
of an admission fee of annas eight (As. 8 ) per bullock, cow , or 
buffalo and annas four (As. 4 ) for a sheep , goat or pig. 

7. The Panchayatmay farm out a public Slaughter House as a 
whole for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder 
subject to the following condition : 

The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
whole term and when let on the monthly payment system one 
month s rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest 
money and the rent for every month shall be paid in the 
Panchayat office before the 15th of that month , in default of 
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which the contract and the original deposit shall be liable to be 
forfeited and the lessee shall be responsible for any loss which 
may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private 
contract. All amounts due from the lessee shall be recoverable 
under the provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act. 

8. The fees prescribed shall be paid at the entrance of the 
Slaughter House to the officer appointed by the Executive 
Authority or to the lessee or his authorised agent for the pur 
pose and a receipt obtained from him . 

9. The butchers and their agents shall register their names 
with the Executive Authority from timeto time. 

10. Every applicant to slaughter animals shall produce before 
the Executive Authority a certificate of health from a register 
ed medical practitioner , along with his applications. 

11. The license shall be granted on payment of the annual fee 
prescribed for the purpose . 

12. Every application for a license to open a private Slaughter 
House shall be in the form annexed hereto and shall be accom 
panied by the opinion of the Public Health Officer of the Depart 
ment as to the fitness of the place for use as a Slaughter House 
and a plan in duplicate of such place showing clearly the several 
portions thereof proposed to be used as slaughtering yard, skin 
ning place, and arriving room etc. 

13. License shall be granted on payment of the prescribed fee, 
shall specify the name of the holder and shall not be transfera 
ble. 

14. Every public or private Slaughter House shall be situated 
in open ground at a distance of not less than 300 feet from the 
nearesthuman habitation or well or other source of domestic 
water supply and 100 feet from any public road . 

15. Slaughtering of animals shall be permitted only during 
day time between 6 to 11 a.m.and 2 to 6 p.m. 

16. No sale of meat shall be permitted in any public or private 
Slaughter House, but offal and skins may be sold in such places 
as may be assigned therein for such purposes from 10 to 11 a.m. 
and 2 to 6 p.m. 


GENERAL 


17. Any one resorting to the Slaughter House shall abide by 
the rules, bye-laws and the orders issued by the Executive Au 
thority or the officers authorised by him . 

18. A breach or an abetment of a breach of any of the above 
bye-laws shall be punishable with fine which may extend to 
fifteen rupees and when the breach is a continuing one with a 
further fine which may extend to five rupees every day after the 
first during which the breach continues.

Bye -law for the collection of license fees fixed under

1. No place within the Panchayat area shall be used for any 
one or more of the purposes mentioned in the table of license 
fees appended , without a license from the Executive Authority 
of the Panchayat or member or officer authcrised by him . 

2. Applications for licenses shall be made in writing to the 
Executive Authority or member or officer authorised by him in 
the prescribed printed form , which can be had at the Panchayat 
Office on payment of two annas each , along with the license fee 
prescribed for, as per the table of license fees annexed . 
3. Every licensee shall observe the following directions: 

i. He shall at the close of every working day cause the 
place to be cleaned. 

ii. He shall at the same time cover all refuse, fragments 
of animal or other matter which have fallen or been deposited 
upon any part of the place or premises to be collected and placed 
in a suitable receptacle to the satisfaction of the Executive 
Authority or member or Officer authorised by him . 

4. The licensee shall cause every part of the internal surface 
of the walls of any building and every floor and pavement upon 
the said premises to be kept at all times in good order and repair 
so as to prevent the absorption therein of any liquid , filth or 
refuse or any noxious or injuriousmatter which may be splashed 
ormay fable therein . 

5. The licensee shall cause every drain or means of drainage 
upon or in connection with the said premises to be maintained 
at all times in good order or repair . 

6. No person suffering from eruption of skin of any sort or 
affected with leprosy or open sore shall be employed on any pre 
mises used for the trade. 

7. The licensee shall put a sign board containing his name 
1 ogether with the No. and purpose of the license , in a conspicu 
ous part of the place in respect of which the license is granted. 

8. A breach of any of these bye-laws shall be punishable with 
a fine which may extend to fifteen rupees and in case of a conti 
nuing breach with fine which may extend to five rupees for 
every day during which the breach continues after conviction , 
for the first breach .
